Prelim inary steps to abolish mail 
and passenger service on the 
local 
Pennsylvania railroad, are 
under­ 
stood to he under consideration by 
the officials of the road, which was 
expected to have become 
effective 
Monday of this week, but which was* 
held up by the Indiana Public Ser­ 
vice Commission. 
it is understood that the railroad, 
which operates a passenger 
train 
between Richmond and 
Columbus 
Ind., making a round trip each day, 
except Sunday, and which 
serves 
intermediate towns and cities with 
mail service, had 
made 
arrange­ 
ments to discontinue this service. 
It was understood that the mail 
contract with the government could 
he satisfactorily arranged, and con­ 
sent given for t|*e abolishment 
of 
the service. The railroad 
certified 
the m atter to the 
Public 
Service 
Commission, it is declared, setting 
out that the train was being oper­ 
ated at a daily ^financial loss, 
and 
that such business could be 
taken 
c*are of in another manner. 
The petition is said to have 
set 
[nit that the local express and p as­ 
senger service would he maintained 
on the daily local freight trains, by 
use of a passenger car next to the 
caboose. This is the* service 
which 
the railroad is expected 
ultimately 
to render, and may he brought about 
as soon as the m atter can lie prop­ 
erly presented to the Public Service 
'ommission. 
Falmouth, Homer and Manilla, all 
in Rush county, are affected by the 
proposed train schedule, as well as 
Rushville. The lirfe does an 
exten­ 
sive freight business, and at 
one 
time operated four passenger trains 
a day. 
The action for seeking to abolish 
(he passenger service may have been 
brought up at this time in order to 
forestall tin* building of a new p as­ 
senger station in this city. The rail­ 
road now is operated from the offic­ 
es of the B. & O., with a joint force 
of operators and ticket agents, us­ 
ing the same depot. 
This arrangement 
was 
brought 
about during the war, when, expens­ 
es were reduced by combining offices 
where the tracks intersected a t 
a 
depot crossing. The 
arrangem ents 
between the Pennsylvania and C. I. 
& W., now the B. & ()., are 
such 
that a «10 day notice is all that 
is 
required to separate them. 
Since the B. & O. lias 
assumed 
control of tin1 C. I. & 
it is 
un­ 
derstood that 
they 
have 
either 
served notice on the 
Pennsylvania 
to vacate, or else they are 
giving 
the m atter much consideration. The 
Pennsylvania, if they can 
abolish 
passenger service, will not need a 
depot for that part of their service, 
and will he required only to erect a 
freight station.

Judge Will M. Sparks, speaking 
at the weekly luncheon of the Ro­ 
tary club at the Odd Fellows build­ 
ing today, as the “ delegate” of the 
local club at international 
R otary 
convention at Ostend, Belgium, 
in 
June, characterized the convention 
and llight of Col. Charles A. 
Lind­ 
bergh, as two 
outstanding 
events 
for the furtherance of 
peace 
and 
good will on earth. 
The Rushville club was not repre­ 
sented at the international conven­ 
tion, except by proxy, due to it be­ 
ing held on foreign soil, this 
year, 
and Judge Sparks was invited 
to 
give a review of the annual meeting 
as if lie had been present as a dele­ 
gate. 
The judge, in characteristic hum­ 
orous vein, brought to the 
report 
many passages of fun, particularly 
when describing in mock seriousness 
a fancied audience with King Albert, 
of Belgium, who appeared 
before 
the convention. Judge Sparks “ quot­ 
ed ” the king on equestrian m atters, 
especially pertaining to the value of 
“ saddle horses and equipment.” 
The judge described in detail the 
various sessions of the convention, 
calling attention to the fact that 38 
of the 40 nations in R otary 
were 
represented, and commented on the 
meaning of a convention 
of 
this 
sort on foreign* soil. 
The speaker brought out that the 
convention was harmonious, though 
every creed, color ahd political be­ 
lief were represented by the 
dele­ 
gates. Harmony was the outstanding

Exceedingly 
hot weather following a late season 
of much rain is responsible for jthe 
condition which exists, according to 
Harry P. Dietz, assistant state en- 
tomologist. 


The most conspicuous of the trou- 


ble 
milkers during the 
present 


month are 
cottony maple 
scale, 


plant lice of various kinds and the 
common .stalk borer. The latter is 
very often confused with tlic Eur- 
opean corn borer, prevalent in only 
the northeast part of Indiana, and 
which due to the confusion in iden- 
tifying, is often said to occur in ex- 
treme southern counties 
when 
in 


- reality the pest found is the stalk 


borer. 


More calls for assistance have 


come to the state department, how- 
ever, in regard to the Norway map- 
le louse than on • any other insect. 
In excess of GOO calls for help came 
during the past thirty days. An in- 
spection in several parts of Indiana- 
shows that virtually every maple of 
this species is more or less infest- 
ed and naturally the foliage to a 
. great extent damaged although no 
permanent harm is registered. In ad- 
dition to sprays that arc being em- 
ployed to fight this insect, it has a 
very able ami/efficient natural en- 
emy in the lady-bird beetle now be- 
coming very abundant,
